1ne outlook as tor an output of 250 
cars, whicn 19 under the estimate of 
cight weeks age, production’ having 
ocen cut 25 per cent or more by the 
ram ot six weeks ago, when 1,33U acres 
were known to nave been planted. Thè 
1,33U acres inciuded 100 acres 
Kraemer Island, Une hundred and 
twenty-tive crates to the acre ts réport- 
ed as tne probable average yield trom 
the acreage lert on the mainland after 
the rain of six weeks ago, although 
some ncids on the island are expected 
to make near 4UU crates to the acre, 

Returns were received "Tuesday from 
the seven cars shipped Monday, Tues- 
day and Wednesday df last week by W. 
E. Lee & Company. Fancy tomatoes 
sold at $5 f.o. b. West Palm Beach, 
Choice at $4 and -gems and crooks at 
$2. The fancy grade averaged 55 per 
cent, On a $5 sale, growers net $4.09 
fof fancys, 91 cents being the charge 
for packing, MUTA and broker- 
age. . 

Prices higher than usual compensate 
for the loss in production. At $5 a 
crate, to growers, a six-pound basket 
of tomaotes must retail in the north at 
$2, or nearly 9 cents for a single to- 
mato.” 

Vines are in good condition and with 
continued favorable weather the pro- 
duction may exceed 250 cars if prices. 
hold up. 

Twenty-six cars of-tomatoes were 
billed out of Moore Haven Saturday. 
The lot was made up of cars packed 
locally and at Clewiston.

"Captain Fred Menge | steamed 
his dredge (No. 1) over \Bonnett 
Lake and Lake Flirt to Coffee- 
Mill hammock, where he began the 
Nine-Mile canal to Lake Hiepochee 
and, crossing Lake Hicpochee, he 
cut the Three-Mile canal into Lake 
Okeechobee, finishing the canal in

‘Tt was on the Fourth of July seven- 
feen years ago that the first dredge be- 
work in the Everglades Drainage 
istrict, on a canal that is not yet fin- 


ished, 


Eleven million dolars has been 
spent by the commissioners of the 
Everglades Drainage District in execu- 
tion of the plan of reclamation; there 
is no general information among resi- 
dent taxpayers in the district as to the 
estimate of per, centage of completion 
or how much more money will be .re- 
quired. 

Although the bonds of the district 
are represented in adyertisements in- 
serted by the bond buyer as being obli- 
gations of the State of Florida, they 
sold below par, and the finances and 
financial condition of the district are 
repfesented by members of the State 
Drainage Board as being such. that thc 
boundaries of the district should "be 
extended lo the coast to, make an ap- 
pearance of more Wealth and popula- 
tion in the Everglades, . 

If 5000 acres of land around Lake 
Okeechobee can be farmed next spring 
it will be by the Providence of God and 
mot because of the sufficiency of the 
water control system, 


These are some aspects of a state of 
affairs that make very timely the'sug- 
gestion of Captain J. F, Jaudon of Mi- 
ami, contained in an article printed in 
this issue of The Everglades News, 
that after the June primary election a 
conference be held on Everglades .af- 
fairs, participated in by men who are 
to be members of the State Drainage 
Board and by members of the Legisla- 
ture representing districts which are in 
whole or in part in the Everglades 
Drainage District. . 

Captain Jaudon's'letter covers. 
situation rather fully. If it is ignored 
the failure to act on his suggestion or 
to give good teason for failing will 
make need for further and very general 
discussion, , The men who seek office 
must undersfand that they assume de~ 
finite obligations of service and must 
be, prepared to discharge the 'obliga- 
tions, else they will merit stringent 
criticism from the thousands of people 
in the Everglades whose, very living is 
bound up in the administration of, 
draindge affairs.

Developer and Well-Informed,- 
and Proposes A Course

Drainage district bonds (or so much 
thercof as may be found necessary to 
put into effect the. carrying into effect 
the plans adopted; with authority to 
the trustees to issue and sel] such bonds 
when and as needed for the work; pro~- 
vided, howeyer, that they shall at once 
‘ssue and scll a sufficient amount of 
these bonds to "refund" or retire any 
bonds heretofore issued against the 
lands embraced in the Everglades 
Drainage district (to explain this the 
present outstanding bonds are^6 per 
cent and are only saleable at about 92 
Whereas the new issue as will be shown 
later should bring 100).

MILLIONS PAID FOR 
OKEECHOBEE FISH 
6,500,000 Pounds Shipped 


, From Head of Lake In « 
Season Just Closed 


An excellent summary of the fishing 
operations ori Lake Okeechobee in the 
season which closed this month is made 
in a dispatch from Okeechobee to the 
Jacksonville Times-Union . of May 11. 
The article docs not give the figures 
for” Moore Haven, however, where 
theré are two packing houses and where 
millions of pounds of bass, bream and 
catfish were handled. The Qkeecho- 
bee story follows: 

“Okeechobee, May 10.—The fishing 
season which has just closed on Lake 
Okeechobee has been one of the best 
since official records have been kept. 
The season just ended, which covered 
a period. of eight months, beginning 
October 1 and ending May 1 each year, 
has. yielded, according to reliable data, 
the enormous amount -af 6,500,000 
pounds of dressed fish shipped’ and 
which brought close to $1,000,000 in 
cash. 

“The four wholesale houses in Okee- 
chobee, which handled: this business 
during the past scason, have a combin- 
ed investment of about $325,000. in 
sldings and equipment and employ 
a: very large force of men at their pack- 
ing plants and wharves. These men, 
including the fishing crews on the lake 
will probably total fifteen hundred peo- 
ple who are dependent on this business 
for a livelihood. . 

."When this tonnage is reduced to 
terms of barrels, cach containing two 
hundred pounds of dressed fish, it 
means va total of 32000 to be frozen, 
iced and dispatched. i 

"The records show that to properly 
chill and pack this tonnage it had re- 
quired the use of over six thousand 


tc.ice the fleet of boats operated by 
this industry. 

"These figures are the more remark-. 
able when ‘it is remembered that fish 
arë highly perishable and that these are 
delivered in the distant "markets | of 
Kansas City, Omaha, St, Louis and 
other points in the west ‘in perfect con- 
dition, + 

“The chtch consists largely of cat- 
fish which are carefully skinned and 
dressed and weigh, on the average, one 
pound each,« This business give Okee- 


largest cat-fish producing point in. the 
United States. 

“A movement ‘is on foot.to further 
enlarge the business, by the erection of 
a fertilizer plant, which will convert 
the waste, i ent to dressing, into a 
product of high commercial value.”

‘Glades Schools’ Needs 


The following article was sent tothe 
Palm Beath Post last week with the 
approval of school officials and school 
patrons to whom it had been stübmitted : 
Editor The Post: 

On the basis of information charted 
by Roger W. Babson's statistical or- 
ganization "he concludes that a’ great 
tide of immigration and development 
will move to:the south, and Babson's 
organization is probably in better po- 
sition to judge tendencies of this char- 
acter than is any other organization in 
the United States. If Babson is right 
a considerable part of the movement of 
population to Florida will be to the 
Everglades; because here is the largest 
body of fertile-land immediately avail- 
able for settlement, 

"Thé normal téntlency of a movement 
of population to the Everglades will 
be increased by the extension of the 
Florida East Coast railroad on the 
east shore.of Lake Okeechobee, the 
building of the Florida North 
Western railroad through the nofthern 
part of the Everglades drainage ` dis- 
trict, the completion of Conners Flor- 
ida Highway, the improvement of cân- 
als and the promotion enterprises ‘of 
land companies. Nowhere in the state 
is there such.a large volume of devel- 


opment, in consequence of which, this |- 


must be the region of considerab]e "in- 
crease in population. P 
The publié schodls of the Everglades 
division of the Everglades barely. meet 
the present requirements. There must 
be moré buildings, more teachers and 
more ‘equipment, else the entire school 
system in this part^of the Everglades 
will break down, Recollection of West 
Palm Beach people of the crisis pro- 
duced there a few years ago when the 
ity began its present rate of growth 
and the school facilities were far ex- 
ceeded will make unnecessary a detailed 
Statement of what we face here now. 
The county board of public instruc- 
tion is disposed to provide the better 
“schools the development of the Ever- 
glades requires, but. the board seems 
not tọ have funds, As much millage is 
being levied as the niggardly provis- 
ions of the statutes pèrmit. Money for 
better schools can only be had from a 
` bond issue in the district, and possibly 
the bonding limit has been closely a 
*proached. The difficulty seems to-be 
that the valuations accepted for assess- 
tment of property are too low to yield 


the required tevenue, there Kaving been 
no substantial increase in tle assess- 
ment of property in several years. Re- 
adjustment of assessment cannot be ac- 
complished quickly; in the meantime 
the schools will suffer. It is not prac- 
tical here as in Palm Beach or West 
Palm Beach to provide private schools 
—the public schools are the sole depen- 
dence of the children of the Ever- 
glades, 

There may be a margin in the bond- 
ing capacity of the school district. If 
thére is, residents of the upper’ Glades 
trust that-consideration will be given t> 
the school need of this region and the 
iwergin that may exist be used to pro- 
vide more schools and equipment and 
tcachers here,
